and h is associates by ov er one h undred 
and fifty yeara. 
His statement of th e 
th eory is so precise th at it is worth repro­ 
duction h ere. 
lie says: 
“Minute insects or worms alone can ex­ 
plain th ese diseases. 
It is true th ey are 
not v isible, but it does not th erefore fol­ 
low th at th ey are non-existent. 
It is 
only th at our microscopes are not at pres­ 
ent powerful enough to sh ow th em. 
We 
can easily imagine th e existence of creat­ 
ures wh ich bear th e same proportion to 
mites th at mites bear to eleph ants. No 
oth er h ypoth esis can explain th e facts. 
Neith er th e malign influence of th e stars, 
nor th e terrestirial exh alations, nor mias­ 
mata, nor atoms, wh eth er biting or burn­ 
ing. acid or bitter, could regain th eir v i­ 
tality once th ey h ad lost it. 
If, on tbe 
oth er h and, we admit th e existence of 
minute liv ing creatures, we understand 
h ow infection can be conv eyed in a latent 
condition from one place to break out 
afresh in anoth er.”

HEAVY CHICAGO FAILURE. 


A. 8. GAGE A CO., NOT HAVING $100,- 
000 TO SPARE, 


Make An Assig nm ent and C low Their 
floors W hile the Store Is F a ll of Shop­ 
pers—The L ia bilities About 17 50,0 O—- 
Disa ster Precipita ted by a H ea v y J u dg ­ 
m ent—Comment on the Crash. 


C h i c a g o , Oct. 1.—The vholesaie and re­ 
tail millinery and dry gt<ods firm of A. S. 
Gage & Co., one of the best known and oldest 
in the efty, failed Thursday morning. 
The 
assets are placed at 1030,GOO and the liabilities 
from $750,000 to # 800,000. 
The first intimation of the failure was re­ 
ceived at 10:30 o’clock, when the First Na­ 
tional bank entered up judgment in the su­ 
perior court against the house for $9 0,843.75. 
Previous to this, it is claimed, an assignment 
was made by the firm, and H. J . McFar­ 
land, a partner in the firm of M. D. Wells 
& Co., tho wholesale boot and shoe dealers, 
w as named as assignee and placed in charge of 
the Immense stores at the corner of Wabash 
avenue and Adams street. 
It is a disputed question whether judgment 
was rendered or' the assignment made first. 
However, when Dejwty {Sheriff Nickerson 
and Mr. Peckham, the 
bank’s attorney, 
reach* «1 the premises the following notice, 
printed n bold-faced type, was posted con­ 
spicuously at all the entrances: 
‘‘Closed by 
order of H. J . McFarland, assignee.” 
Wneu the assignee took charge the store 
was crowded with lady customers, and there 
was some excitement among them wh * 11 the 
winding doors were doubled locked ami they 
imagined they were penned in. 
The clerks 
were ordered to sell no more goods and the 
customers were instructed to pass out the 
rear entrance, which they did after awhile, 
t> ing followed by most of tho employes, to 
w hom the news of the failure had boon a 
shock of the most startling nature. 
By 12:80 
o'clock only the members of the firm, the con­ 
fidential clerks, tho ossignej, and tho deputy 
sheriff remained in the store. 
In 1.VCJ, when Gage Bros. & Co. dissolved, 
Mr. A. 8. Gage formed anew co{>artnership 
with his uncle, E< B. Gage, a man of wealth, 
engaged then in mining enterprises, who put 
in *100,000 as a general partner, and Martin 
Ityerson, the well-known capitalist and the 
owner of the building, as a special partner. 
The latter put # 100,000 into the concern 
for four or five years. 
Mr. A. 8. Gage put 
in # 300*000, making a total capital of $500,- 
(XX). 
The house moved to its present quar­ 
ters and extended its business by adding 
fancy dry goods and cloaks, at the same 
time carrying increased stocks in their former 
departments. They were under heavy expense, 
and the business they did increased greatly 
over that of former years. 
Still, considering 
she increase of rental, it was not an increase 
to profit, and the firm fell behind in its pay­ 
ments. 
In December, 1885, the firm sold its 
wholesale stock of dry goods, notions, etc., 
to J ames H. Walker S i Co., and it is said that 
in that heavy salo there was a heavy sacrifice 
which was proved to be a continued burden 
on the resources of the house ever since. Air. 
Gage at once opened the two first fl<x>rs 
of the establishment to conduct a largo ret lil 
business in dry goqds, millinery, notions, etc., 
appealing to" what Is known in the trade as 
the medium and better class of retail pur­ 
chasers. 
They were successful as far as at­ 
tracting customers is concerned. 
It is conceded on all hands that the retail 
business of A. 8. Gage & Co. was in a flour­ 
ishing condition, and had it not been for the 
previous entanglements of the wholesale en­ 
terprise there is no doubt but it would have 
proved all and more of the success which Mr. 
Gage anticipated. 
None of the firm could be seen and no state­ 
ment has been mafie, but the failure will not 
affect business here, the disaster being purely 
an individual misfortune. 
“ It is a big failure,” said Mr. Lyman J . 
Gage, vice president of the First National 
bank, “ amounting to $850,000 or $9 00,000. 
The assets are nominally equal to that, as it 
is very good stock. 
The concern was organ­ 
ized about four years ago as a Special partner­ 
ship, the contributions to which were A. 8. 
Gage, $300,000; El B. Gage, # 100,000, and 
Martin Ryorson, the owner of the building, 
# 100,000. 
It was a voluntary assignment in 
the interest of the creditors, most of whom 
are eastern parties.” 


The C incinna ti H a llw a y Strike. 
Cinc innati , O ct 1.—The latest from tht 
yardmen’s strike shows that two roads, tht 
Ohio & Mississippi and Cincinnati, New Or­ 
leans & Texas Pacific, still remain with the 
question unsettled, but appearances denoted 
that matters would soon be fixed.

that the men have secured an advance of 
15 cents per day ip wages, three-fourths of 
their original demand.

The most important fact, as 
bearing on the growing of trades unionism, 
is that while the Knights of Labor pushed 
the strike to comparative success, the organ­ 
ization still remains unrecognized by the rail­ 
way companies.

\ ,’ashixoton City,Oct. 1.—Lieut Scheutze, 
o f the navy , who has just returned fro m Si­ 
beria, where he went to distribute presents 
amo ng the natives who assisted the J eanette 
survivo rs, say s every bo dy in Euro pe is talk­ 
ing war no w, and he thinks a war tetween 
Germany and France will be o ne o f the his­ 
to rical events o f the next few y ears. While 
in Euro pe he gathered eno ugh info rmatio n 
t<> satisfy him that Bismarck’s fo ndest ho pe 
is to cripple France so that she will no t re­ 
co ver in a century . It is apparent in France

and Bismarck intends to anticipate such ac­ 
tio n by attacking France befo re she i3 pre­ 
pared fo r war.

classes, 
and alway s walked 
ho me 
to gether, 
Eddie 
living 
nearly 
a mile further fro m the scho o l, but o n the 
tame ro ad A y ear ago they became very 
much attached to each o ther, but during the 
summer vacatio n they were no t much to ­ 
gether, and when scho o l o pened again a few 
weeks ago Melissa was a different girl fro m 
what she was a few mo nths befo re. She to ld 
aim that she was no t o ld eno ugh to have a 
lo ver. Her mo ther had to ld her so , and she 
lid no t want him to bo ther her any mo re. 
Fro m this mo ment the bo y ’s who le charac­ 
ter was changed, and life had no mo re pleas- 
ire fo r him.

Philately , erstwhile cpdled stamp collecting, 
and relegated almost entirely to children and 
y ouths, seems to be attaining a rank among 
collecting diversions that calls for some notice 
of its merits and the pleasures attending its 
pursuits. 
Its devotees in this country alone 
are numbered by the hundreds of thousands, 
and comprise the old and y oung of both sex es 
and of all classes and conditions. Professional 
men especially seem to have a weakness in 
this direction, but, owing to the ridicule with 
which stamp collecting has been met in the 
I lost, many who are ardent collectors, and 
who possess fine collections, are loth to admit 
the fact, some even going so far as to deny 
their hobby when pressed too closely in re­ 
gard to It. 
Ho wever, th e increasing favor th at stamp 
co llectin g is rapidly gain in g as a pastime is 
do in g away with th e o ld prejudice« , an d 
man y are n o w to 
bo fo un d wh o are willin g to 
admit th eir in dulgen ce in th e pursuit—so me 
timidly an d apo lo getically, o th ers bo ldly n n d 
fearlessly. 
It is to th ese latter th at th e self- 
styled ph ilatelists are in debted fo r th e mo ve­ 
men t th at is n o w in pro gress fo r th e fo rma­ 
tio n o f a n atio n al so ciety 
of stamp co llecto rs. 
Fro m presen t in dicatio n s th is so ciety bids 
fair to be a success, several h un dred members 
h avin g been already en ro lled. Its o bjects are 
to establish a clo ser co mmun io n 
amo n g 
stamp co llecto rs, to admit o f a freer in ter­ 
ch an ge o f specimen s n n d ideas an d to develo p 
a better class o f stamp literature th an h as 
previo usly ex isted in America. Similar so ­ 
cieties h ave flo urish « ! fo r years in En glan d, 
Fran ce an d German y, an d 
h ave 
do n e 
much to advan ce ph ilately. In th is co un try 
th ere exists a sco re o r mo re o f lo cal so cieties 
wh ich meet o n ce o r twice a mo n th , an d th ese 
are th e n ucleus o f th e n atio n al so cieties n o w 
bein g fo rmed. 
It may cause th e un in itiated to smile at th e 
men tio n o f a po stage stamp literature, but, 
n everth eless, such a literature exists an d a 
co n siderable amo un t o f it at th at 
Quite re­ 
cen tly th ere was started 
an 
illustrated 
mo n th ly called Th e Stamp Co llecto r, wh ich , 
as its title in dicates, is en tirely devo ted to 
ph ilately. An d a very creditable publicatio n 
it is, to o , o n e th at will co mpare favo rably 
with th e jo urn als o f an y o th er specialty.

When It vu In the 
Crimean war, at Bnlaklava, the odd look of 
the kilts attracted the notice of the Russians 
who came into camp with a flag of truce, 
and one of the officers asked: “ What sort of 
soldiers are those In the petticoats P 
The 
answer given by a waggish Britisher was 
funny enough.
